Rules  of  Court  under  1891,  Cap.  8. 

1.  The  Judge  of  every  County  Court  in  all  actions 
brought  in  his  County  shall  be  and  hereby  is  empowered 
and  required  to  do  all  such  things,  and  transact  all 
such  business,  and  exercise  all  such  authority  and 
jurisdiction  in  respect  to  the.  same  as  by  virtue  of  any 
Statute  or  custom,  or  by  the  rules  of  practice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  are  now  done,  transacted  or  exercised 
by  any  Judge  of  the  said  Court  sitting  at  Chambers, 
save  and  except  in  respect  of  the  matters  following: — 

(1.)  Matters  relating  to  criminal  proceedings. 

(2.)  Habeas  Corpus. 

(3.)  Appeals,  and  applications  in  the  nature  of 
appeals 

(4.)  Inquiries  respecting  lunatics,  without  commis- 
sion 

(5.)  Petitions  for  advice  under  the  “ Consolidate^ 
Acts,  1888,”  chapter  115,  section  28. 

(6.)  Applications  as  to  the  custody  of  and  access  to 
infants. 

(7. ) Applications  as  to  leases  and  sales  of  settled 
estates ; to  enable  minors,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Court,  to  make  binding  settlements  of 
their  real  and  personal  estate  on  marriage  ; and 
in  regard  to  questions  submitted  for  the  opinion 
of  the  Court  in  the  form  of  special  cases  on  the 
part  of  such  persons  as  may  by  themselves, 
their  committees  or  guardians,  or  otherwise, 
concur  therein. 

(8.)  Opposed  applications  for  administration  orders. 

(9. ) Opposed  applications  respecting  the  guardian- 
ship of  the  person  and  property  of  infants.

(a. ) The  removal  of  causes  from  inferior  Courts, 
other  than  the  removal  of  judgments  for  the 
purpose  of  having  execution  ; 

(6.)  The  referring  of  causes; 

(c.)  Reviewing  taxation  of  costs; 

(cl.)  Staying  proceedings  after  verdict  or  judgment. 

But  nothing  in  this  Rule  contained  shall,  or  shall 
be  held  to,  limit  the  jurisdiction  which  the  said  County 
Court  Judges  have  heretofore  possessed  or  exercised 
by  virtue  of  any  Statute,  rule  or  custom. 

2.  Every  local  Judge  may  refer  any  matter  pending 
before  him  in  Chambers  to  a Judge  of  the  High  Court 
for  decision,  and  the  Judge  may  dispose  of  the  same 
in  whole  or  in  part,  or  refer  back  the  whole  or  a part.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants  or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Cazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  he  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  the  newspapers,  en- 
dorsed “ Application  for  Private  Bill,”  containing  the 
first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Clerk  of  each  House.

LANGLEY  BY-LAWS. 


LANGLEY  MUNICIPALITY  BY-LAW  NO.  66. 


A Jiy-Law  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  Reeve  and 
Councillors . 

WHEREAS  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the 
Municipality  of  Langley  are,  by  the  “Municipal 
Act,  1891,”  empowered  to  make  this  By-Law;  and 
whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  a By-Law 
be  passed  in  accordance  with  the  above  Act  to  indem- 
nify the  Reeve  and  Councillors; 

Therefore  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the  Muni- 
cipality of  Langley  enact  as  follows: — 

1st.  That  “Langley  Municipal  By-Law  No.  41,”  is 
hereby  repealed. 

2nd.  The  Reeve  and  Councillors  of  the  Municipality 
of  Langley  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  their 
yearly  services  as  follows: — “ Each  and  every  member 
of  the  Municipal  Council  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to, 
and  shall  receive  out  of  the  Municipal  revenue  in  each 
and  every  year,  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars  for  their 
services  for  the  year.  ” 

3rd.  In  case  any  member  of  the  Council  dies  or  resigns 
his  seat  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Council  shall  determine  how  much 
compensation  (if  any)  he  shall  receive. 

This  By-Law  shall  come  into  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  the  7th  day  of  November,  1891. 

This  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the  By-Law  to 
fix  the  indemnity  of  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the 
year  1891. 

Passed  the  Council  the  3rd  day  of  October,  1891.
